— le Kings moſt Excellent Maieſtie, out of His 


V 2incely care of His loning Subiects , that no good meanes and 
A pꝛouidente may bee neglected, toſtay the further lpꝛeading of the 
x@(| Infection of the Plague, which thꝛeatneth the Citie of London, 
Rand Woꝛough of Southwarke, and hath much afflicted the Towne 
of Cambridge, doth linde it neceſſary to pꝛeuent all occaſions of pub⸗ 
lique concourſe of His people foz the pꝛelent, vntill it pleaſe Al- 
mighty G © D of his goodneſſe to ſtay the danger of that Con⸗ 
tagion, which is already dilperled into many parts of the Kingdome, 

And therefoze remembzing that there are at hand thzee great Fapzes of ſpectall note, 
Hnto Which there is vinally extraozdinary reloꝛzt out of all parts of the Kingdome ; The 
one kept in Smichfield , neere the Citie of London, called Bartholomew Fayre; The other neere 
25 Cambridge, called Sturbridge Fayre; The third, in the Boꝛough of Southwarke, called Our La- 

die Fayre, The holding whereotk at the vluall times, would in all likelthood bee the occaſi- 
on of further danger and Jufectton, to thoſe and to other parts of the Land, which yet by 
Gods mertie ſtand cleare, and therefoze hath thought good by this open Declaration of 
his Pleaſure and neceſſary Commandement, not onely to admoniſh and require all His 
louing Subiects, to fozbeare to reſozt foz this time to any of the ſayd Fayzes , o2 to any

other Fapꝛes within Fiftie Miles of the layd Citie of London, but allo to eniopne the Lozds ok 

the lapd Fapꝛes, and others intereſled in them oꝛ any of them, that they all fozbeare to hold 

the ſayd Fapꝛes, oz any thing appertaining to them, at the times accuſtomed , oz at any o⸗ 

ther time, til vy Gods goodnefle and mercie the Jnfection of the Plague ſhall ceaſe , oz 

bee lo much diminiſhed, that his Pateſtie may ſafely gine oꝛder foz holding them, vpon 

paine offuch puniſhmeut., as koꝛ atontempt lo much concerning the vniuerſall ſafety of Hts 
people, they ſhall bee adindged to delerue, which they muſt expett to bee inflicted with all 
leuerity his Maieſties defire being lo intentine, foꝛ pꝛeuenting the generall Jnfection thꝛeat⸗ 
ned, as Hee is relolued to ſpare no man that ſhall bee the cauſe of diſperſing the ſame. 

And to that purpoſe doth hereby further charge and enioyne, under the like penalty, all 
Citizens and Inhabitants of the .ſayd Citie of 1:0ndov, that none of them (hall repaire to any 
Fayze held within any part ofthis Kingdome, vntill it ſhall pleale God to teale the Jnfection 
now being, but ſuch onely as ſhall haue a Certifiacte vnder the hand andSeale of the Loꝛd 
Mato: of London, that they may ſafely be receiued. 

Neuerthelelle, his Maieſties intention is, and alſo hereby declareth himlelke, that no 
TLoꝛds ot any Fapꝛes, oz others intereſſed in the Pꝛolits thereof, ſhall by this netellary and 
tempoꝛarp reſtraint,receiue pꝛeiudite of his oꝛ their Night in their Fapꝛes, oꝛ Liberties there⸗ 
unto belonging, any thing befoze mentioned notwithſtanding.
